the protective work along the Santa 
Ana river. 
The supervisors declared 
that many months 
ago 
delegations 
from Anaheim promised the board that 
protective work would be done, and 
upon that promise 
the 
county had 
agreed to go ahead with the building 
of a concrete bridge across the prop­ 
osed river channel and with the pav­ 
ing of the road. 
The county has let a contract for 
the bridge and the contractor is at 
work. 
It is a well known fact that 
at this point the channel spreads out 
and is poorly defined. Acting on ad­ 
vice of engineers, the supervisors es­ 
tablished the place where the bridge 
is to be built. 
They had to select a 
place for the channel for, except at 
great expense, the bridge could not 
be built across all the land over which 
the river has run in recent years. 
In the meantime the Anaheim Storm 
Water District had been formed and 
the supervisors had every reason to 
believe that it was going ahead with 
protective work. It looked as though 
a channel would he defined and the 
west dike built. 
But not so. 
The district proposes 
to do nothing except to disincorporate, 
which will pass the responsibility for 
establishing the channel and making 
the river run under the bridge up to 
the board of supervisors. The super­ 
visors want to know what the Anaheim 
delegations are going to do about ful­ 
filling their promises. 
At least, that is the information that 
is scheduled to be given to the board 
of 
supervisors 
tomorrow. 
Further 
than that, the Yorba Storm Water 
District is not going to do anything 
but exist. So far as cai! be learned, 
its directors have never even organ­ 
ized. 
By reason of the lay of the land the 
supervisors dare not build the road 
west of the bridge now being built 
until the channel is defined and the 
west dike constructed, at least within 
a reasonable distance of the bridge. 
With the bridge situated where it is 
now being built, the 
current, 
nine 
chances out of ten, would hit the west 
approach. 
Not only would that ap­ 
proach be washed out, but the flood 
would be turned loose on the paved 
road and the country between the riv­ 
er and Anaheim. 
The whole thing has gotten down to 
a question of who is going to estab­ 
lish the channel and do the protective 
work. One or two of the supervisors 
are of the opinion that some of those 
interested in the storm water district 
believe the county has gone so far 
with its work on Hie bridge that it 
will have to go ahead with the river 
improvement, and that the ‘ watchful 
waiting’’ policy 
of the 
district has 
brought about a situation whereby it 
is believed in' the district that the 
county will have to do 
the money 
spending and the district will get what 
It wants done without costing the dis­ 
trict a cent. 
Action on the bids fog building the 
Olive-Anaheim road was postponed un­ 
til ll o’clock tomorrow morning. 
Concerning the movement to disin 
corporate the Anaheim 8torm Water 
District, the Anaheim Gazette says: 
“There is a strong probability that 
the electors living within the precincts 
of the Anaheim Storm Water District 
will shortly have an opportunity to 
vote upon the question of disincorpor­ 
ation. Several petitions are being cir­ 
culated praying for a dissolution of the 
district, but at the meeting of the 
trustees Tuesday night it was report 
ed that none of the canvassers had 
covered his territory and completed 
his list, consequently none of them 
were turned in. 
The partial reports 
of the canvassers showeo that 958 sign 
atures had been secured up to that 
time and each was confident that many 
others would be added. It requires 
majority of the electors within the 
district to authorize the trustees to 
call an election on the question of dis­ 
incorporation, and Hie exact meaning 
of that section of the law was a sub 
ject of considerable discussion. God 
frey Strock maintained that it meant 
a majority of the votes cast at the 
last election for governor. He had also 
been dabbling with figures 
and 
de­ 
clared that the total voting strength of 
the district was 
1926, 
consequently 
less than a thousand petitioners was 
necessary to authorize the election 
Secretary Weisel, who is also one of 
the attorneys for the trustees inter 
preted the law to mean that a major­ 
ity of the voters now residing within! 
the district, Irrespective of the vote 
cast at a previous election, was the 
only basis by which the majority of 
electors could be measured. It was 
also argued that the names on the 
great register should be taken as the 
total voting strength, and a majority 
of these should be considered sufficient 
authority for calling the election. Mr. 
Weisel was instructed to look further 
into the matter and give an authorly 
tive opinion at the next meeting. 
“There is little doubt that a major 
lty of the voters will sign the petition 
for disincorporation, and in that event 
the trustees are compelled to call the 
election, but it requires a two-thirds 
vote of the electors voting to carry it 
It is the general opinion that the board 
of trustees does not favor the prosecu 
tion of the work as 
outlined. 
The 
board is merely acting db a neutral 
body waiting to obey the decision and 
mandate of tile people, lf the requisite 
number of electors declare in favor of 
disincorporation tile district will 
be 
dissolved. If not the trustees will pro­ 
ceed with the work of protecting the 
river’s banks. 
“The next meeting will be held on 
Thursday evening, January 21. At this 
meeting the petitions asking for dis­ 
incorporation, it is expected, will all 
be flied and the board will proceed to 
canvass the same and eliminate all un 
qualified voters if any appear on the 
lists. 
If it is determined that a ma 
bority of the electors within the dis 
trlct have signed the petitions 
tile 
trustees will then proceed to call. an 
election and the voters can themselves 
decide whether to continue with the 
protection work or to disincorporate 
and stop all proceedings.’’

At the regular monthly meeting of 
the Santa Ana Auto Club, held last 
night at the city hall, the following 
recommendations pertaining to 
pro­ 
posed 
state 
automobile 
legislation 
were made and will be forwarded to 
the Automobile Club of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, in Los Angeles: 
Horse drawn vehicles 
should 
be 
equipped with proper lights, showing 
front and rear, between sunset and 
sunrise, or at such other time as such 
equipment may be required of motor 
driven vehicles. 
No owners of horse drawn vehicles, 
excepting owners of commercial or 
heavy* freight vehicles, should be re­ 
quired to pay an excise tax such as 
is required of the owners of motor 
vehicles. 
The registration fees required of the 
owners of motor vehicles under the 
act of 1913 should be reduced to a 
flat rate not to exceed $lu per car. 
The right to operate a motor vehicle 
should be suspended or revoked after 
a 
succession 
of 
flagrant 
offenses 
against speed regulations and other 
traffic laws. 
Suspensions and revo­ 
cations and reinstatements should be 
left to the discretion of the courts. 
There should be an age limit cf 16 
years for drivers of motor vehicles. 
No distinction should 
be made 
be­ 
tween motor vehicle drivers aud driv­ 
ers of horses. 
* 
The method of 
computing 
house- 
power should not be left to the State 
Board of Engineering. 
Manufactur­ 
ers’ ratings should be used. 
As to net moneys 
received 
from 
registrations—all Should go to the 
counties, it ^possible. 
At least half 
ahouid go to the counties and the lat­ 
ter to collect the tax. 
The Legislature should take such 
action as may be within its constitu­ 
tional power to prevent counties and 
incorporated cities and 
towns from 
passing traffic ordinances in conflict 
with regulations on the same subject. 
The laws should be made uniform. 
Immediate steps should be taken to 
secure a 
constitutional 
amendment 
exempting motor vehicles (and horse- 
drawn vehicles also, if the Legislature 
should decide to levy an excise tax 
upon them) from any and all forms 
of taxation, state, county or municipal, 
other than the special tax required 
under the motor vehicle act. 
“Jitney" buses 
should 
be 
made 
common carriers. 
Double-deck passenger motor coach­ 
es should be given no advantages oth­ 
er than those given other vehicles. 
Examinations of operators of motor 
vehicles are not advocated. 
Such a 
step would be impracticable. 
Drivers for hire should not be reg­ 
ulated more strictly than other driv­ 
ers, assuming that state legislation 
along such lines would be valid. 
The 
Department 
of 
Engineering 
should furnish to the applicant for 
registration, without cost 
of 
trans­ 
portation to the latter, such number 
plates or seals as he may be entitled 
to after paying the registration fees 
required by the motor vehicle act. 
Non-residents 
should 
be 
exempt 
from the payment of registration fees 
but the Motor 
Engineering 
Depart 
ment should be notified of the non­ 
residents' names and number within a 
reasonable time. 
Candlepower of headlights 
should 
be restricted. 
The Auto Club had no amendments 
to suggest with reference to the speed 
regulations as now contained in the 
act of 1913.
